AROTHER BSHOCKING Murper. — The
lollowm‘opmionm of & fearful erime were
brought to light on Saturday morning. Upon
the farm of Dr. Tiedoman, of thie eity, sitoate
near Gwynedd, alorg (he line of the North
Pennsylvanin Railrosd, some time ago, was
tound the dead body of s German named Julius
Worbhele, evidently murdered, [t now looks as
though the murderer has been disoovered.

Worhele came Irom Wurtemburg to Phila-
delphia in the year 1805, He was youne, and of
ﬁood character and presence—by trade & book-

inder, Bhortly alfter his arrival here he made
the acquaintance of an unkvown man, aud
during Iaet winter left his lnst place of employ-
ment in Phlladelphia, in company with him. A
short time alterwards Worheie's doad body was
found as above desembed, An inquest held at
the time by William Forman, Haq., justioe ol the
peace al Montgomery Squnre, olenrly eatablished
the fact that the decenied had bDeen murdered,
His head was smashed in. It was wlso proved
that he wae enticed to =ald place, which was
then unoecupled, and left in the care of a man,
who at that 1ime gave his name a8 Jacob or
Joseph Haddop, and who shortly sfterwards
disappenrcd aivo.

During April last W, L. Kiderlen, Bsq., Oon-
sul of lﬂl\ﬁulcmbu'r in this city, received infor-
mation from his Government that a letter had
tound s way direcied to the relatives and
gunrdiane of the said Worhele, at Rosenfeld,
the native place ol the same, snd apparently
written by Worhele, in which letter the guar
dian wee imformed that Worhele was in distress,
und asked to be furnished money, the pretended
Worhele informing the lnwily that he at that
time resided in Reading, Pa., and requesting
that the money might be rent, payable to a
letter of exchange, the answer to be directed,
“Julius Worhele, care of Heading. ', 0." This
letter was at once declared by the relatives ol
Worhele to be a forgery.

Upon this information, the consul, Mr, Kider-
len, sent a deeoy leiter, directed “Julius Wor
hele, care of Reading P, 0.,” enclosing a4 draft
of 100 floring, rﬂ,\‘thle at the Conzulate of Wur-
temburg at Philadelphin, and ruqln-«a'.ml the
recipient of the letter to have his sigunature ac-
knowledged belore & notary publie,

On the Ist of this month a German notary
public of Philadelphia, Julius Woltl, Esq., acting
representative of the consulate of Wurtemburg
at Philadelphisa, received a lettor from the Pre-
sident of the First National Bank at Allentown,
enclosing the atoresaid deery letter of exchange,
and requesting the consulate to pay said draft,
which had been signed and acknowledged by
the alleged Julins Worliele before n notary

ublic al Allentown, to the order of said bank,

be President and the nolary at Allentown were
of eonrse unaware of the cirenmsinnces of this
eape and acted strictly in good faith.

Upon receipt of this letier by Mr. Wolil, the
arrest of the pretended Jultng Worhele was
caused forthwith by Justice Formnn, the justice
of the peace atoresald, and It was now sscer-
tained that the pretendead Juling Worbele was
nobody else but the ldentical Jacob or Joseph
Haddop, with several other aliases, who, ns
above etated, had been formerly employed at
Or. Tiedeman's farm, apd evidently was tne
murderer of the real Julius Worhele, The in-
centive gppears to have beon the possession of
Worhele's patrimony in Cermany, a sum that
will amount to some thousiands of florins. The
accused, who is twenty-iive yeurs of age, and a
pative of Baden, will be tried at the next term
of the Montgomery county Criminal Court,
while the charge of forgery will algo hang over
hiwm in the county of Lehigh, Penneylvania,

_ Egyptinn Hieroglyphios.
IMPORTANT DIKCOVHUIER PY LEFBIUS.

The London Athenaum publishes fhe follow-
ing extract Irom a letter writien by M. Lepeius,
under date of 21st April, 1806, giving an acoount
ol the discoveries he has recently made In
Bgypt:—

“On lesving Port S8aid one of the engineers of
the Isthwus 1old me he had aeenm a  short
e before o Greek insoription in Ban, which |
very soon founa ouil, Tt was the corner sanly of
nn insoription, the body of which was still
covered with masses of old rabbish, A part of
this, aa well a8 the rubbish, had by accident
fnllen down twelve or fourteen aays before we
arrived there, and Imd revealed the corner of
the Inseription. [ eniployed some boys to clonr
the rest of the stone from the rabbish which lay
aboye, and had the good fortune to discover it
to be agrent bilingual Inseription, in a pertect
state of preservation: The hirroglyphical
lneaription haa thirty-#even, the Ureek no less
than seventy-six lincs of considerable Fength,
in small letters, containing mwuch more text
than the inseription of Rosetia,

“1t 18 also found that the demotic inseription
on this monument was ordered to be added by
the priests, ‘on a etone or brass stele, in the
gnered writipg of the Egyptians and in Greek
charncters,’ This Is unfortunaiely wanting: bat
it 1s evident how precious the other two texts,
every word of which & perlectly legible from
the beginning to the end, must be [or hierogly-
phical studies. The comtents of the lnseription
are not less interesting, It is dated the dih year
the 7th Apellwos—17 Tibi, of the reign of Eusr-
rufes 1. The priests of Egypt came togethor in
{?HUOD!IR to celebrate the birthday of Buergelos
1 on the Ak Dior, and his assumption of the
royal power on tae 261h of the same wonth,
when they passed the decree hore publisbod,
Tuey ennmoernte all the good decds of the king,
amongst them the merit of having recovered
in o military expedition the sacred 1mages cnr
tied off in lformer timez by the Persinns, and
order great honors to be paid in reward for his
SCrvigus.

“One of these rewards is a feasi to be cole
brated in honor of the king wnd gueen on the
day of the rising (or coming forth pev) ol the
ghaa (or crowns=) of Isly, which the priests onll
the firet day of the year; and another honor is &
8 evond feset of the same gods, Introduced every
fourth vear between the Eplgomena and the
first Thoth, in order, as it is clearly =tuted, to
avold henceforth the inconvenience that some
of the great feasts relating to the summer weie,
by the wandering of the civil year, celebrated
in the winter, and others in the ummer which
belonged originally to the winter,

“Thus we fmve the whole theory of thetwo
years—one in use gmongst the people, the other
known by the priests, ns 1 had stated in my
‘Chronology,’ aud agaipst which a new theory
had been atarted by M, Brugech in his never-
theless interesting *Materipox," Ae the stone
waa not excavaled by M. Mariette, whose kind
reception and whose [ull permission tp study
and to work in (he Musewn oy Balag T have to
acknowledge, 1 am sure that it 1= entirely with
lits consent that I shail publish this important
inseription as soon as possible after my return
to Berlin,

“At the Isthmus | found a series of Persian
monuments of the time of Darius to comm smo-
rate lne work of the canal betwoeen the Red Sen
and the Nile; two ol them were bitherto ealled
Serapis and Cambysea, the third was only Iately
removed by the engiveer of the [sthmus. It is
remarkable that on one of the blocks near
Shatufl, made kvown by M. de Roziere, ol the
French expedition, the name of Darlus Is written
in cunetorm characters, but in a cartouche ol
entirely Egyptian form. M. Mariette, at whose
order, on the request of M. de Loesseps, the
blocks were laid open, will poblish these trag-
ments in the July number of the Revwue Archeo-
logique.
